Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Fifth  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1914. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate. — $36  Births  were  registered 
in  the  District,  34  were  transferred  from  other  districts  as  be- 
longing to  our  own,  making  the  net  total  870 — Males  450,  Females 
420,  giving  a birth  rate  of  23’8  ; the  general  birth  rate  of  England 
and  Wales  being  23*6. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rate  . — The  total  number  of 
deaths  recorded  in  the  District  was  473 — of  these  56  were  trans- 
ferred away  to  their  own  districts,  and  33  were  notified  of 
“residents ” who  had  died  away  from  our  District.  The  net 
deaths  amounted  thus  to  450,  giving  an  annual  average  of  13*2  ; 
that  of  the  general  death  rate  being  13*2  for  England  and  Wales.

to  the  above  numbered  20.  Two  from  Enteric,  three  from  Scarlet 
Fever,  six  from  Infective  Enteritis. 

The  last  quarter  of  the  year,  in  which  the  weather  was  very 
inclement,  was  marked  by  the  occurrence  of  many  cases  of  Diph- 
theria, seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  total  being  contributed  by 
school  children. 

Much  assistance  in  dealing  with  these  local  outbreaks  was 
given  by  the  School  Nurse  in  making  enquiries  amongst  the 
scholars  and  in  sending  on  suspicious  cases  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer  and  myself,  for  further  examination.

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The  following  tables  show  the  notifications  received,  the 
number  of  cases  removed  to  the  Blake  Hospital,  and  the  distri- 
bution of  deaths. 
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Isolation  Hospital.  Name  and  Situation  : — Blake  Isolation  Hospital,  Elson.  Gosport. 

Total  available  beds— 34.  Smallpox— 12.  No.  of  diseases  that  can  be  concurrently  treated 
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Blake  Isolation  Hospital. — The  total  admissions 
for  treatment  and  observation  during  the  year,  numbered  208. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Admissions  83.  Two  proved  fatal,  one  of 
them  being  complicated  with  Concurrent  Diphtheria.  Two  de- 
veloped a mild  second  attack  during  the  convalescent  or  peeling 
stage. 


Enteric. — Two  were  admitted  suffering  from  this.  A third 
case,  admitted  for  Diphtheria,  was  suspected  to  be  in  the  latent 
stage  of  Enteric,  gave  a positive  blood  test  and  was  transferred. 
A suspected  “ carrier”  was  sent  in  for  investigation. 

Diphtheria. — Admissions  126.  Eighty-three  of  these  being- 
in  the  last  4 months  of  the  year.  Many  of  these  latter  were  of  a 
severe  character,  and  four  proved  fatal.  The  School  Nurse  was 
notified  of  the  children  absent  from  School  on  this  account,  and 
the  remaining  members  of  the  classes  were  examined.  Three  or 
four  nasal  cases  were  thus  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer  and  myself,  and  further  spread  of  the  infection 
was  thus  checked. 

Mumps  and  Chicken  Pox  attacked  a few  of  the  patients. 


Infectious  Diseases  Notifications 


The  following  Table  shows  the  notifications  received.  On 
and  after  February  1st,  1913,  ‘‘other  Tubercular  Diseases1”  in 
addition  to  Pulmonary,  were  made  notifiable.  On  April  1st, 
“ Ophthalmia  Neonatorum”  was  made  notifiable.

Water  Supply. — During  the  year,  a new  shaft  has  been 
sunk  at  Soberton  on  the  property  of  the  Gosport  Water  Works 
Company,  with  such  satisfactory  results  that  the  available  supply 
has  been  more  than  doubled. 

Two  samples  taken  during  the  year,  on  analysis,  gave  the 
usual  high  standard  of  excellence,  the  new  work  having  been  com- 
pleted, any  “ supplemental ” supply  will  no  longer  be  required. 

New  Buildings. — Twenty-seven  new  houses  and  ten 
other  buildings  and  additions. 

Sewerage. — A total  of  115  houses  have  been  connected 
up  to  the  new  sewerage  system  during  the  year,  of  these,  61 
formerly  drained  into  old  drains  discharging  into  the  Creeks  or 
Harbour. 

Sewage  Disposal.-  -The  outfall  extension  has  now 
been  carried  a further  180  yards  into  the  Solent  when  completed 
the  outfall  will  be  over  400  yards  beyond  the  foreshore. 
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Refuse  Disposal. — 6875  tons  of  Household  Refuse  and 
ashes  from  the  houses,  Forts  and  Government  Establishment  in  the 
District  have  been  burnt  in  the  Refuse  Destructor  Cells  during  the 
year. 

Housing  Regulations. — The  inspection  of  the  North 
Ward  has  been  continued  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
dwelling-houses  inspected  under  and  for  the  purposes  of  Section 
17  of  the  Act  of  1907  was  527. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  which  on  inspection  were 
considered  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation  was  two,  as  follows  : — 1 and  4 
Spring  Street.  * 

The  number  of  representations  made  to  the  Local  Authority 
with  a view  to  the  making  of  Closing  Orders,  2. 

The  number  of  Closing  Orders  made,  2.  Nos.  9 and  10  The 
Green,  were  demolished  without  the  making  of  Closing  Orders. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses,  the  defects  in  which  were 
remedied  without  the  making  of  Closing  Orders  was  219. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  which,  after  the  making  of 
Closing  Orders,  were  put  into  a fit  state  for  human  habitation,  nil. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  was 
dampness  of  rooms  and  walls  from  leaking  roofs,  defective 
weather  slating,  eaves,  gutters,  and  down  spouts  ; minor  defects 
being  broken  flooring,  defective  sashes,  broken  windows,  and 
inability  to  open  them. 

The  number  of  notices  served  under  the  Housing  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909,  was  180. 

From  the  information  gained  during  the  week  by  week  in- 
spection of  the  houses  and  of  the  housing  conditions,  there  seems 
to  be  a small  demand  for  some  more  working  class  houses,  with 
three  bedrooms.  Sporadic  cttses  of  overcrowding  have  been  met 
with,  but  there  is  none  such  in  the  district  to  any  extent.

Food  Inspection,  Slaughter  Houses, 

Bakehouses. 

During  the  year,  in  the  course  of  inspection,  three  pigs  and 
two  cows  were  condemned,  also  four  sets  of  lungs,  livers,  etc.,  and 
eight  tins  of  lobster.  All  the  condemned  stuff  was  sent  to  the 
destructor. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  are  under  constant  supervision  and 
are  found  to  be  kept  in  as  good  a condition  as  is  possible,  and  the 
same  report  may  be  made  upon  the  Bakehouses;  one  modern  one 
has  been  built,  and  one  closed  during  the  year. 


Factories’  and  Workshops’  Act,  1901. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  regularly  inspected, 
the  condition  of  all  being  satisfactory.  The  Outworkers’  premises 
also  have  been  visited  and  found,  with  few  exceptions,  clean  and 
well  kept. 

Routine  Work.-  -During  the  year  periodical  inspec- 
tions have  been  made  of  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  Milkshops, 
Bakehouses,  Workshops,  Laundries,  Stables,  Piggeries,  and 
Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  Courts  and  Alleys  have  been  regularly  limewashed. 

The  usual  tabulated  statements  of  visits  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector,  of  notices 
served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  together  with  those  of 
nuisances  abated,  are  appended. 


General. — During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  a move- 
ment was  instituted  by  our  District  Nurses  of  the  Victoria  Nursing 
Association,  of  weekly  instruction  to  Mothers  in  the  care  and 
management  of  their  infants. 

Many  lady  workers  interested  in  “ Mothercraft  ” have  come 
forward  to  assist.  Over  sixty  Mothers  have  joined,  and  marked 
improvement  in  several  instances  has  already  been  noted. 
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The  “ public  health  ” is  likely  to  be  much  improved  by 
this  useful  work.
